B. Ay res [Dies in Soldiers 
Home at Marshalltown,Iowa. 
James B. Ay res, well kno wir to 
maDy o f o u r citizens as a su ccessfu l 
co mmercial 
trav eler, 
and 
better 
kno wn to the few pio neers who re­ 
main, as o ne o f “the bo y s” o f Dix o n 
so me fifty y ears ag o o r mo re, died at 
the So ldiers’ Ho me in Marshallto wn, 
Io wa, Satu rday nig ht, Octo ber 15. 
He had been in feeble co nditio n fo r 
so me m o nths.£ *At abo u t fiv e o ’clo ck 
Satu rday , while at the bo at landing 
o f the picnic g ro u nds o f the ho me, o f 
which he had charg e, a stro ke o f 
paraly sis was ex perienced, the end 
co ming at 11 o ’clo ck the same ev ening 
witho u t co nscio u sness hav ing been re­ 
g ained. 
James B. Ay res was the seco nd so n 
o f Oscar F. and Hannah M. (Birdsall) 
Ay res, and was bo rn in Fabiu s, N. Y. 
March 30, 1835, co ming to Dix o n with 
his parents in the fall o f 1839. Here 
bis childho o d, y o u th and early man­ 
ho o d was spent. Here he went to 
scho o l to Henry T. (afterward Co !.) 
No ble and o ther o f the teaches o f the 
early fifties. In 1852 he came to the 
o ffice o f the

apprentice, and su bsequ ently wo rked 
in the printing establishment o f th e 
Metho dist Bo o k Co ncern in Cincin­ 
nati, o f which bis u ncle, Rev .
